Naval Appropriation Bill. 


Washington, March 23.— The naval ap- 


propriation Mil carries a total of $35,- 
693,058, an increase over last year of 
$3,764,432, and over the current esti- 
mates of $2,514,824. For the increase oi 
the navy the bill allows to be con- 
structed by contract three sea-going 
coast line battleships designed to carry 
the heaviest armor and most powerful 
ordnance, displacement 11,000 tons, with 
the highest practicable speed for their 
class, to cost, exclusive of armament, 
not exceeding $8,000,000 each, one to be 
named the Maine; six torpedo boats, 150 
tons displacement, and six torpedo boat 
destroyers, about 350 tons displacement, 
to cost not exceeding $2,340,000; and one 
gunboat to take the place of the Michi- 
gan, to cost exclusive of armament not 
over $260,008* and to b« built on the great 
lakes. One of these sea-going battle- 
ships is to be built on the Pacific coast. 
The contracts for the construction of 
all these vessels are to be m,ade within 
60 days of the enactment of the bill.

Kinley has acted wisely In summoning 
Senator Gorman, representing the Dem- 
ocrats of the upper house, as well as 
Mr. Allison, the recognized leader of the 
Republicans, for a conference regard- 
Ing the situation. It is no issue of party 
Interest tlfet t*e administration is fac- 
ing. 
It Is an issue of vital concern to 


every American worthy the name." 
• The Best disagrees with Admiral Sic- 
ard in this way: 
"Admiral SicarS is 


reported as saying: 
'The case of the 


Maine is most peculiar, perhaps the most 
peculiar which has ever occurred In the 
history of the world.' 
If Admiral Sic- 


ard had in mind only the facts regard- 
ing the destruction of the Maine whiqh 
have become common knowledge as the 
investigation has progressed, his re- 
marks would be commonplace and hard- 
ly worth making. 
It is indeed pe- 


culiar that a battleship should be blown 
up in the port of a friendly nation, with 
enormous loss of life and under cir- 
cumstances leading to grave suspicion. 
There may be no exact parallel .to this 
in the history of the world, but this fact 
hardly accounts for the expression used 
by Admiral "Sicarfl in characterizing 
the disaster." 


ftegardlngf the forwarding of the court 


of inquiry's conclusions to the president, 
the Boston Journal observes: "Mean- 
while, all kinds of conjectures—«ome of 
them very positive and emphatic—as 
to the precise character of the verdict 
are pretty sure to be widely circulated. 
The prudent man will give none of them 
implicit confidence. The members of 
the court are by temperament and pro- 
fessional training the very last men who 
would betray an official secret, and Ad- 
mlrai Sicard and his aide, Commander 
West, are in all probability the only 
other persons who are aware o£ the de- 
tails of this Important document. Of 
course, after the report passes into tfl* 
hands of the president, it will be cher- 
ished with the utmost vigilance. For 
the time being, the only thing for the 
people to do is to possess themselves In 
patience—«onfldent that President Mc- 
Klnley will give the fullest Information 
to the country Just as soon as it is com- 
patible with the public interest." 


Washington, March 23.—The'presiflent 


has not changed his attitude one whit 
as regards the war question. That he 
Is as anxious for peace today as he was 
a year ago he rri%de plain at the meeting 
of the cabinet Tuesday. What has hap- 
pened In his case is simply that the .evi- 
dence of the dreadful sufferings of the 
non-combatants between the lines in 
Cuba has crowded in upon him in such 
a way of late that he* feels now, to a de- 
gree he has never felt before, that Inter- 
vention in behalf of these poor wretches 
is inevitable. The form of relief which 
has been employed heretofore has been 
proved, to his satisfaction, to be in- 
adequate, and the only radical remedy 
that seems practicable to him is a state- 
ment to Spain that those people must be 
returned to their homes, the detention 
pens broken up and the conditions of 
civilized warfare restored to the island. 


The problem now before the-presldent 


is how to make this announcement of his 
policy In such a manner as to preserve 
our government against the appear- 
ance, in the eyes of the world, of having 
brought on a war. The mere procla- 
mation he does not consider in Itself an 
act of war, if couched In terms consis- 
tent with our general attitude of friend- 
ship toward a sister nation. If Spain 
sees fit to treat it as & hostile measure 
that will be her affair ana she must de- 
fend her oourse before the bar of the 
civilized world's Judgment. 


It is with a ,vi«w to av<ji(Hj>e a need- 


less clash ot arms that the|oiovemefits 
of the administration, apas ^ from the 
military preparations, for i ational de- 
fense, have been so deliberi ,taly made. 
There has been an effort tc key public 
sentiment in both countries slo-rtjjy up 
to a point where friendly Intervention 
will be recognized as Inevitable and 
therefore not-a cause for "intense excite- 
ment. Bearing these factfai in mind, 
much that in dono by the pVesldent and 
said by his friends wfll be-more readily 
understood by the-jpublic. - 


By request of the president Senators 


Allison and Gorman called upon him last 
evening to discuss the sttustton/^The 
president stated to them upon their ar- 
rival that he felt the situation to ba 
extremely ser!6ua, and he therefore 
turned to them for advice, remarking at 
the same time to Senator Gorman that 
the point had been reached where party 
lines must be forgotten and the nation 
stand united.

in view of the moral responsibility we 
shall have for her acts. 


Secretary Long authorized the state- 


ment that the understanding before 
the cabinet was that the report would 
reach Washington Thursday or Friday, 
that it was very voluminous, and that 
its publication and transmission to con- 
gress would not occur until next Monday 
or Tuesday, as the president would re- 
quire that much time to give the docu- 
ment the mature consideration its char- 
acter required. Other cabinet officials 
stated that the general plan included 
the sending of a presidential message 
along with the report, stating that Spain 
had been called Upon to make suitable 
response to the case presented by the 


court of inquiry. While the cabinet 
associates of the president maintained 
their usual reserve as to the exact char- 
acter of the deliberations, it was'eon- 
ceded that the discussion proceeded on 
the theory that the coming report would 
show that the Maine explosion was not 
the result of an accident, but was due 
to an external cause. 


There is no doubt that substantial 


unanimity exists on the part of the 
president and all his cabinet both a9 to 
the Maine question and the general sub- 
ject of Cuba. 


The navy department continues to 


keep informed as to the Spanish tor- 
pedo flotflla, now stopping at the Can- 
aries. Word of its departure has not 
yet reached the department. It can be 
Stated positively that the report that 
President 
McKinley 
has protested 


against the ooming of this flotilla is un- 


' -warranted. 


The negotiations for the purchase of 


ships abroad are going steadily forward, 
but there has been a regrgtable disap- 
pointment in this connection. The au- 
thorities had been exceedingly anxious 
to get the big torpedo cruiser Tupy, built 
for Brazil She is one of the most for- 
midable l^rpedo craft afloat, her size 
placing her in the torpedo class, while 
her torpedo armament gives her the ef- 
fectiveness of torpedo boat and cruiser 
combined. The Brazilian government 
will not part with_the Tupy. 


Naval Department Matters. 


Washington, March 23.—Serious at- 


tention is being given by the navy de- 
partment to the question of the ac- 
quisition of a suitable location for a 
coaling station somewhere in the West 
Indies. Steps have been already taken 
to establish such a station at the Dry 
Tortugas, but this, it is said, is the only 
deep water harbor available for big war 
vessels between Hampton roads and the 
Elo Grande. Besides it is practically 
unprotected at present, and a fleet would 
have to be stationed there to protect the 
coal stored, which is unsatisfactory. The 
officials, therefore, have been casting 
about for a location which would serve 
the purpose of a coaling station and 
which the United States might acquire 
either by purchase or cession from one 
of the friendly governments. 


"There are a number of fine harbors 


among the West Indies," said a naval 
officer, "and in one of these we ought to 
have a coaling station. Secretary Long 
is considering the matter, and it is prob- 
able that if the government can make 
the necessary arrangements a station 
will ho secured."

Massachusetts country roads have a 


brilliant future before them. 
To the 


farmer as he drives his team through 
several feet of clay and mud at this sea- 
son of the year it will be comforting t° 
know that on paper at least there are dryi 
hard state highways that will enable his 
horses in the future to trot { » 'y into the 
nearby city with loads that would be 
hopelessly mud-bound at present. 


The system of improvemenj; is a stu- 


pendous scheme whose consummation 
will cover a period of 25 or 30 years, ac- 
cording to the chairman of the state 
highway commission. The work will in- 
volve an expenditure of millions of dol- 
lars, but when it is accomplished it is pre- 
dicted that the state will have roads that 
will not be surpassed by any country m 
the world. 


Unless the state is very unfortunate in 


the success otiss oonssruuMon of road?. ' 
his glowing statement is likely to be VPJ-- i 
'fled, for the project comprehends the 
construction of 1800 miles of road, at a 
probable cost of from §18,000,000 to f 25,- 
000,000. The cost of some roads deter- 
mined upon varies from §4400 to 825,000 a 
mil«7 so that should §10,000 per mile prove 
an average figure, which seems not im- 
probable from facts that have previously 
come to hand, a total expenditure of §18,- 
000,000 would be entailed, exclusive of in- 
terest. 


Should the cost equal the mean of the 


two figures quoted, $14,700 per mile, the 
entire outlay would be $26,460,000. That 
sum is enough to cause a shudder to the 
tax payer, when viewed by itself, but re- 
turns from 
other states which have 


»b?eady waged vigorous war on the de- 
•trnctive condition of the average country 
road, shows that the sums expended have 
been more than met by the actual saving 
in the cost of transportation, and in the 
increased trade. Time alone can show 
whether the measure is extravagance ior 
this state. It will depend largely on the 
care and skill that is used in the first con- 
struction of the roads. 


Residents cf Berkshire will congratulate 


the members of the legislative harbor 
and land committee on their good sense. 
They have decided not to report on the 
Greylock reservation bill until they have 
seen Greylock itself. The members of 
the committee have evidently been most 
favorably impressed with what they have 
heard of the beauties of Berkshire and of 
Greylock in discussing the question.

Noble and Wonderful Lake Sxiparlor. 


Rose, a True Story — Talkins Dol- 


lies — Family History. 


"To one who has been accustomed to 


such short excursion trips as may be 
made on any of the beautiful little in- 
land lakes in the various parts of the 
United States it may seem at first al-- 
laost impossible that you may sail for a 
whole week on a fairly fast steamer 
down the great lakes, passing over 1,000 
miles in one continuous course, all on 
the freshest of fresh water, and all 
within the limits of our own country. 
And to Europeans, accustomed as they 
are to what S8M% to them great lakes— 
such lakes as Ladoga ana Onega in Fin- 
land or Baikal in Asia or Geneva in 
Switzerland—it might seem like a mere 
wonder story to toll them that there 
was a continuous lake system in Amer- 
ica larger than all cf the fresh water 
lakes of the old world gathered together 
from all quarters and poared into a 
common bnsin on the plains of Europe." 
So says aVriter in St. Nicholas in a 
most interesting article about the great 
lakes, 
from which the following is 


learned alsoafc the noblest of them all, 
JJake Superior: 


Ifc is, to begin with, the largest body 


of fresh water in the world. It is water 
of wonderful purity, too, and some time 
—and iu the not very distant future 
either—the people who live in the large 
cities to the west and south will come 
to this lake to get the water for their 
homes. It will not be so remarkable an 
engineering feat to pipe the water of 
this lake, pure and sparkling and fresh 
from its cold depths, to these cities. 


All down through this 1,000 feet of 


blue water there is a peculiar coldness. 
At the very most the temperature 
varies through winter and summer not 
more than 6 degrees. 
Winter and 


summer this great lake never changes 
to any appreciable extant, so that if you 
dip your finger tips in the blue surface 
on a day in July, or if you test it some 
day in early winter when you have 
been out oa some belated, ice mailed 
fishing sinaok, or when yon have gone 
out to watch the fishermen spearing 
their supplies through the thick ice in 
mid-January, you will find bnt a tri- 
fling difference in the temperature. 
Away down at the bottom, too, there is 
but little variation in the temperature, 
for it stands at nearly 40 degrees F. at 
the bottom and varies from 40 to 46 de- 
grees, winter and summer, at the sur- 
face. The other lakes,- though cold, are 
not in this respect like Superior. 


The whole bottom of the lake is be- 


lieved to be a strong rook basin, though 
it would seem that there must be great 
springs at the bottom to help keep up 
the enormous volume of water. From 
the north there is a large amount of wa- 
ter pouring into the lake year in and 
year out, the swift rushing, 
narrow 


banked Nipigon and other streams fur- 
nishing no small part of the supply.

President's Position a Trying 


One at Present. 


HOTT FALSE RUMORS AEE STARTED 


Duo to IMcKinley'a Habit of Orom Ques- 


tioning His Advisers — Hag a Definite 
Policy, Notwithstanding: Rumors to the 
Contrary—Secretary Sherman. 


WASHINGTON, March 33.—[Special.]— 


Theso are trying days for the president of 
the United States. Mr. MoKinley is begin- 
ning to show the effects of the strain to 
•which he has been subjected during the 
last month or sis weeks. Of late he has 
not been able to sleep well, and be has 
spent a great deal of his time pacing to 
and fro in the White House or taking 
short walks by himself in the grounds 
surrounding the executive mansion. That 
he has taken his troubles to bed with him 
is quite obvious to all who have been 
brought in contact with him during these 
stirring times, and these facts indicate un- 
mistakably the keen sense of responsibility 
which the president has felt. It is no light 
matter to be in a position where one must 
decide questions which inake for war or 
peace, which may change the whole his- 
tory of the country and possibly of the 
world. 


During all these trying times the presi- 


dent has not forgotten that fine manner 
which is one of his chief characteristics. 
He is bland, genial, even jocular when it 
suits his purpose, and always the perfec- 
tion of courtesy and good humor. One 
senator with whom I wag talking said: 


"It does us good to go up to the White 


House now and then. Vfe sit about in our 
cloakrooms at the capitol and speculate on 
the»possibility of war till wo get nervous. 
Then we go up to the White House, meet 
the president, talk with him a few mo- 
ments, and wo feel as if we had run up 
against a bank of roses." 


This may be very reassuring and com- 


forting for the senators, but do they pauso 
to think what demands are made upon the 
nervous resources of the man who is at 
the very center of the storm, \vho has upon 
his shoulders a tremendous responsibility, 
and who yet summons his self possession 
and lightness of heart in order to give re- 
assurance to others? 


A Yankee Trick. 


President McKinley has one habit which 


now and then gives rise to queor rumors. 
He loves to ask questions of his callers. 
In order to avoid answering too many 
questions himself, he has tho Yankee trick 
of asking them himself. This saves him 
some mental wear and tear, it pleases his 
callers, who naturally think thoir opinions 
are sought because they are valuable, and 
it also gives the president a sort of con- 
sensus of opinion at the capitol and 
throughout the country. It is often re- 
marked that President McKinley is in 
closer touch with public opinion than any 
other man in the government, and this is 
tho way he dcea it: Ho asks questions and 
induces all his visitors to express them- 
selves. 


But this habit of asking questions has 


its disadvantages. For instance, one clay 
the president will ask senators and repre- 
sentatives who cfill on him: 


"What would you think of a demand on 


Spain that .she stop the war by June 1?" 


The president gets tho benefit of tho 


caller's opinion, but the caller is likely to 
go out and hint to his nearest friend that 
the president has decided to demand of 
Spain that the war be stopped by June 1. 


Nezt day, or possibly the same day, tho 


form of the question may be varied. This 
time it will be: 


"What do you think of tho plan of ask- 


ing Spain to givo Cuba a complete homo 
rule government after the Canadian plan?" 


In a few hours the rumor is all around 


town that this is the course tho president 
has decided on. As a matter of fact neither 
of these things is likely to be the pro- 
gramme nearest his haart, tho ono which 
ho seriously meditated carrying out. 


Another result of this habit of asking 


questions which aro largely hypothetical 
and designed as a barrier against con verna- 
tion of a more pertinent and perhaps lest 
comfortable sort is that the impression 
spreads round that tho president haa no! 
actually made up his mind what to do, 
that he is uncertain and vacillating, nncl 
that he is afraid to mako a strong move. I 
asked ono of the cabinet ministers i-.bout 
this, and he replied -with a laugh: 


"I am not surprised that tho president':! 


hobby for drawing out his visitors on a!' 
sorts of topics should give riao to BOIJH 
such impression. But, bless yon, tho prcs, 
dent knows what he wants to do ns rvci 
as any man 
in this country 
knov, 


what ho wants to do with the. affar 
under his control. 
Mr. McKinley ; 


not sitting up nights nnd studying a1 
thoso things for nothing. IIo has bad In 
policy right along, and, though ovei,! 
have interfered with it or shaded it, 1 
has not, \acillatcd nt all, nor is ho suiTc: 
ing from indecision. Bub you must re- 
member that ho is compelled to" aoo o dozen 
or 40 men n day, nnd if ho dirt net adoj,! 
soino expedient for getting their opinion;: 
Instead of permitting tiliein to worm his 
out of him ho could have no policies or 
plan! that every ono did not know." 


Secretary Sherman and Judge Day. 
There has been a great doal of gossip in 


tho newspapers because Secretary Sher- 
man is not in cbarao «r Cuban affairs at 
the_state department and because Assisc- 


uuu oectotary Day is. At first there was 
an inclination to criticise Judge Day as 
too new a man to have charge of such im- 
portant affairs, but so far no one has been 
ablo to point out any mistakes on his part 
Besides, in times of stress the rule is that 
a president takes virtual charge of tho for 
eign negotiations himself. Nearly all our 
presidents have done this, and whether 
they intrust tho details to a secretary of 
state or an assistant secretary does not ap- 
pear to matter very much. In the very 
nature of things an affair like this Span- 
ish imbroglio is one to absorb the energies 
and attention of the president. It is by 
long odds the most important matter with 
which his administration has to deal. 
Everything else is routine compared to it. 
The president and Judge Day have been 
close together for many years. They un- 
derstand one another thoroughly. Jndgo 
Day is ablo to give his chief more real help 
in any emergency of this sorb than any one 
else about the department could possibly 
do. That is the reason wliy he is given 
charge of the Cuban business. He is rapid- 
ly developing that familiarity with the 
office and Its duties and that self confidence 
in himself which enable his good judg- 
• ment and keen legal mlc^ to be of service 
to the president and to the country.

"Dressed Up to the Wines."

We frequently find the plural eyne. In 
fact, it occurs in Shakespeare and Spen- 
ser. We also find neye for eye. I give a 
quotation for neyes (i. e., eyes) in "A 
Student's Pastime," page 81. The "H. 
E. D." gives, the plural nyen (i. e., 
neyne), but without a reference. Halli- 
•well gives a ttiil more extraordinary 
plural form—viz, nynon, with a refer- 
ence to the "Ghronicon VilodunenBe." 


The form neyne arose from the nse of 


my neyne or thy neyne instead of myn 
eyne or thyn^yne. But it could also be 
used with th'e dative of tjhe article,'of 
which' the' Mid. Eng. form was then. 
This occurs in such phrases as.at then 
ale (also atten ale, atte uale), at then 
ende (also at the nende), for then ones 
(also for the nones), Mod. E. for the 
nonce). Hence to then eyne is a perfect- 
ly correct phrase, and to the neyne is a 
perfectly admissible variant of it. If 
this be spelled to the nine, the sense is 
lost, and the addition of "B" becomes 
necessary for suggesting the plural of the 
numeral nine, for the populace always 
insists on an etymology and prefers an 
obvious one, even if it gives no sense.—

The conversation 
took place at the tea table as delicately 
prepared by Mrs. Bandall and old times 
in the old Brayton mill when "we werj 
girls together" were discussed at length- 
Mrs. Shumway was born in Jfownal, Vt. 
and has lived in this place since she was 
eight years old. 


Eggs now figure prominently in the 


menu, both as a Lenten dish and also 
because they again begin to bejplentifol 
in March. The Boston Cooking School 
Magazine baa some timely talk about 
them as follows: 


Eggs are digested more readily when 


the whites and yolks have been mired 
thoroughly together before cooking, as 
in scrambled eggs and omelets, for in 
this case the white is not taken into tha 
stomach in a separate bard mass. Bili- 
ous people are accustomed to discard 
eggs, bnt doubtless may eat the whites 
of fresh eggs served in the form of deli- 
cately baked custard. It is the richness 
of the yolk that occasions disturbance. 


To make a French omelet break the 


eggs into a bowl, add as many table- 
spoonfuls of water as there are eggs, a 
dash of pepper and one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of salt for each three eggs. 
Beat the eggs with a spoon or fork un- 
til you can take up a spoonful. Have 
ready a tablespoonfnl of butter, melted, 
in the cleanest, smoothest and thinnest 
of frying pans. Into this pour the egg 
mixture. Set it on a hot part of the 
range for a moment; then with a thin 
knife or spatula separate the cooked por- 
tion from the side of the frying pan and 
gently shake the pan back and forth, so 
that the uncooked part may rnn down 
next the pan. When creamy through- 
out, begin at the side of the pan next; 
the handle and roll the omelet, allow- 
ing the pan to rest on the stove a mo- 
ment until the omelet is browned 
slightly; then turn on to a hot platter. 


To make a pnfiy omelet beat the 


whites of Ihe eggs until dry, beat the 
yolks nntU light colored and thick, add 
to the yolks a tablespoonfnl of water 
for each yolk and one-fourth tea- 
spoonfnl of salt, and a dash of pepper 
for each throe yolks. Mix together thor- 
oughly and turn them over the beaten 
whites and out and fold the whites into 
tbs ys!k tsiztsre. Have the pan but- 
tered and hot, as before; turn the mix- 
tore into it, spreading it evenly over the 
pan. 
Let it stand for about two min- 


utes where there is a moderate heat; 
then set the pan in the oven to cook the 
top sligntiy. Just as soon as a knife, 
thrust into the center of the omelet, 
comes out clean remove the omelet from 
the oven, out; it across the center of the 
top at right angles to the handle, fold 
the part nearest the handle over the 
other part and turn m to a bot platter.

IN "BOSTON. 


Evidence In the Braui Case Given by tb« 


Discoverer of the Murder. 


Boston, March 23.—The principal tes- 


timony In the Bram case Tuesday wan 
riven in the afternoon by L. M. Monks, 
•who was a passenge^^m the Hert>ert 
Fuller. He said that after discovering 
the dead bodies of Captain Nash and 
wife he went to the head of the forward 
companlonway and saw Bram walking 
on deck. The witness told him that 
Captain Nash had 
been murdared, 


whereupon Bram picked up a plank and 
hurled it at htm. Witness repeated: 
"Cone down here for God's sake. Cap- 
tain Nash has been murdered." Bram 
replied- "No, no, no, no." Witness then 
said: "Come down anil see for your- 
self." They went through the cabin 
and to Monks' room. Bram did not stop 
to see Captain Nach. They then went 
on deck and witness advised calling the 
steward. Bram replied: "No; the sec- 
ond mote Is In the forecastle. The whole 
crew have mutinied and would kill UB." 
Bram grot his revolver, and they sat the 
remainder of the night near the star- 
board rail. At intervals Bram would 
cry and ask Monks to protect him from 
the crew.

The Six Real* Admirals of the 


American Navy. 


RETIRED AT THE AGE OF SIXTY-TWO 


Admirals Kirkland, Miller, Sicard, Matthews, Norton 


and Bunce—Commodores Who Will Succeed 


Them When They Are Retired-

Every officer in the United States na- 


vy is retired at the age of 62 or after 45 
years' service—that is, the retirement 
is imperative when he has lived two 
years more than threescore, or if he en- 
tered the naval service, as some have 
done, at the age of 14 he is placed on 
the retired list, if he desires, when he 
Is 59 years old. 


During the civil war the highest nam- 


ed position was that of admiral, held 
first by Farragut and subsequently by 
David D. Porter, when the grade was 
abolished. The next was that of vice 
admiral, first held by Porter and then 
by Stephen C. Rowan and abolished at 
the decease of the latter. As Rowan 
died previous to Porter, about eight 
years ago, there was then on the naval 
register (in 1S90-1) one admiral, no vice- 
admiral or a vacancy, followed by the 
regular grades. 
The rank of rear ad- 


miral, which is now the highest—the 
superior grade—is filled by six officers. 
Next to it is commodore (the grade 
originally designated post captain), of 
whom there are ten. The retired list 
has the names of 29 rear admirals and 
ten commodores. The most notable in- 
stance of the former is Thomas O. Sel- 
fridge, senior and junior, father and son, 
the only occasion in our naval history 
where parent and child have both held 
the highest rank in the navy and been 
both at the same time on the retired 
list. The elder man is now about 90 
years old. The younger, who was re- 
tired a few weeks ago, on Feb. 6, has 
a magnificent war record from 1861 to 
1S65 and is capable of much active serv- 
ice. 


Another famous fighter, with strong 


literary proclivities, is Rear Admiral 
Stephen B. Luce, who, though 70 years 
old, still retains the vigor and intellect 
of a man 20 years younger and as such, 
recognized by the government, has late- 
ly been summoned to consult with the 
navy department at Washington. Both 
he and the younger Selfridge make ad- 
mirable advisers 
and 
if 
necessary 


would prove to be very effective com- 
manders in time of need. Rear Ad- 
miral Luce before the war was at- 
tached to the North Carolffla and to th» 
Congress, on the Mediterranean and 
Brazilian (south Atlantic) stations, and 
served on board the Vandalia and other 
frigates and men-of-war. 
In 1S63 he 


was a lieutenant commander, then on 
the frigate Macedonian, and later was 
placed in command of the monitor Nan- 
tucket. 
He passed through numerous 


engagements with 
the Confederates 


and was always calm and cool in the 
heat and smoke of battle. 


Two rear admirals, Lester A. Beards- 


lee and Selfridge, have been placed on 
the retired list since the beginning of 
1S9S, and Edmund O. Matthews, prob- 
ably the smallest officer in the navy, 
who originated the torpedo system of 
the naval service while at the Naval 


Remey, commandant of the Portsmouth 
navy yard, Kittery, Me.; Norman ,,H. 
Farquhar, commandant of the Norfolk 
navy yard, Portsmouth, Va,: J. Crit- 
tenden Watson, president of the Naval 
home at Philadelphia, and Winfield 
Scott Schley. 


Commodore McNair, who becomes a 


rear admiral on the retirement of Kirk- 
land or the preceding death of any oth- 
er rear admiral and who may possibly 
succeed Sicard, though there is a prob- 
ability of Bunce taking command of 
the Florida flotilla in case of emergen- 
cy, was born in Pennsylvania In 1838 


j and graduated from the Naval academy 
in 1S57. He was still a midshipman un- 
der Farragut in 1S60, but was made a 
lieutenant in 1S61 for bravery, ran the 
gantlet at Vicksburg and was promot- 
ed to the grade of lieutenant command- 
er. His activity, his courage and his 
meritorious services distinguished him 
m the dangerous Mississippi warfare. 
He took part in the assault on Fort 
Fisher and again won fresh honors. 
He studied the art of war for four 
years amid flying shot and shell. Since 
1S65 he has served on various naval 
stations and at navy yards. In 1S72 he 
was made commander and was ordered 
to the Asiatic squadron on the Tantic. 
Later he was in command of the old 
historic Kearsarge that met such a sad 
fate only four years ago on Roncador 
reef, off the Nicaraguan coast. 


He served as commandant of cadets 


at Annapolis from 1878 to 1882, when 
he was ordered to Mare Island. In 1SS3 
he was promoted to a captaincy and 
placed in command of the Omaha. From 
1S90 to 1896 he was in charge of the Na- 
val observatory in Washington and was 
then sent to the Asiatic squadron. He 
has at times proved himself to be also 
an able diplomat.

THE CZAR OF RUSSIA TALKS 


ON THE FAMOUS DREYFUS CASE 


From Russia comes the voice of that mighty ruler, the czar, expressing an 


opinion upon the now famous Dreyfus case. The extract given below is from 
a letter recently.addressed to the Swedish newspaper, the Svenska Dagbladet. 


More than a year ago a number of important personages, including the 


czar of Russia and the czarina, were gathered after dinner in one of the mod- 
est but charming rooms o* the chateau of Bernstorff, the residence of the 
royal family of Denmark. According: to their habit, they were discussing the 


events of the day. It was just when 
the Dreyfus affair occupied. pubjic at- 
tention and the French'tKofornals were 
full of information relatis* 'to the pris- 
oner of Devil's island: There was a di- 
versity of opinion, and the royal party 
discussed the subject with interest. 


There were some among the- party 


who asked if it might not be possible 
that the French council of war had con- 
demned an Innocent man, and they 
questioned whether the -French 'govern- 
ment would consent to submit the case 
to a new trial. The czar, who had fol- 
lowed the conversation with marked 
interest, expressed himself as follows: 


"It is appalling to think that a French 


officer could betray his cquntry, but it 
is still more appalling tojthink that it 
is possible that an innocent man may 
have been condemned. Aral it is ap- 
palling to think that if there '-is the 
shadow of a doubt as to , the guilt of 
the condemned man they-can bring 
themselves to a point where they can 
oppose a revision of the case because 
they dread to. have it proved that they 
were deceived."

Cuban rebellion. 


Its steamers are almost gigantic mon- 


sters compared with the old time sail- 
ing packets and clipper ships of even 
40 years ago and impress the beholder 
as having great strength, immense car- 
rying capacity and wonderful speed. 


They are pri- 
marily vehicles for the transportation 
of freight, acting both as importing and 
exporting agents and general carriers 
of merchandise.

Atlantic Port 


While the attention of Europe has 


been centered mainly on tne progress of 
events in the far cast Russia has been 
silently laying the fcunoations of an 
ice free r.aval base on her northwestern 
coast. 
The long talked of r.aval sta- 


tion in che north of Russia is to be 
connected w ith the railway system o{ 
the empire by a railway running from 
the harbor of Ecatherinsk to Kimi. 
with a branch line to Kandalask, on the 
White sea, in Russian Lapland. 


This new line will be 5SO versts in 


length and will probably be connected 
with the Finnish line at Joinsun, in 
the north of Finland, or with the St. 
Petersburg and Petrazavodsk railway. 
Thus in a few years Russia will possesa 
a naval station in the far north which 
will be open all the year round and 
whence her men-of-war will be able at 
pleasure to sally out into the Atlantic. 
It certainly says a great deal in favor 
of Russia's energy and persistence in 
certain directions that this scheme 
should now be on the highroad toward 
being fully 
and successfully carried 


out, although the idea was mooted foi 
the first time in the Russian press 
somewhere about three years ago. Wa 
may now await an extension of ths 
Russian fleet. In case of need Russia 
will be able to remove her entire Baltic 
fleet to the Murman coast and defend 
the Baltic ports by means of gunboats 
and torpedo boats. 


As Cronstadt does not meet the re- 


quirements of the Russian navy in the 
Baltic, the port of Libau, on the Cour- 
land province coast, is slowly but sure- 
ly being converted into a first class 
naval station at considerable expense. 
Whether this work is intended to men- 
ace Germany or Sweden is not yet quiti 
evident, but there can be no doubt that 
the new port of Libau when finished 
will be a great factor in the event of 
hostilities on the Baltic. This port is 
practically free from ice all the year, 
and it bids fair to become a naval sta- 
tion of the very first importance in th« 
western part of the Russian empire. 


Millions of rubles have of late years 


been expended on the port of Libau, 
and it is now intended to rebuild two 
moles, one of which is 4,900 feet in 
length. This work will be begun this 
year and will continue until 1904. Two 
hundred 
thousand pounds (English) 


has been assigned to defray the coal 
of this work. A portion of this amount 
is also to be spent in deepening tha 
channel of tha harbor from 20 feet to 
26 feet.

LIQUOR LICENSE FEES 


Restored to Their Former 


Figure of $2,000 for 


This Year. 


ANNOUNCED THIS MORNING, 


The $2>300 Fee of Last Year's Ex- 


periment Reduced by $300. 


Applications by April 5. 


Location of Saloons. 


The license commissioners have met 


and announced today the liquor license 
fees for next year. As was expected, a 
return is made to the schedule in force 
before the experiment of last year. Firtt 
class licenses are fixed at $1303, and 
fourth class licenses |700, making $2000 the 
fee required for conducting a retail liquor 
business. This is a reduction of $300 from 
the fee of this year. 


There was general expectation among 


saloon men that the fee would be placed 
back at the former figure of $2,000, and 


some action was spoken of in favor of a 
petition asking that this be reduced. But 
no definite action was taken on this mat' 
ter. Saloon men say that there is not 
money enough in the business to pay 
$2,000, but no stampede to get out of the 
business is expected this year. 


Applications for licenses must be made 


by April 5, and licenses will be issued 
during the month of April. 
The fees 


must be paid by April 29. Fifth class 
licenses are $600. 


There has been considerable discussion 


among the liquor men concerning the lo- 
cation of saloons on Center street and an 
effort will probably be made to have a 
location or two placed farther np en the 
street than now. No formal action has 
been taken as yet by the saloon men, but 
it will probably be done very soon. 


TheF. M. T. A. society stands as firm 


as ever in its opposition to such a move- 
ment to place saloons near its building, 
and now that the change has been made 
for what was considered the beat interests 
of the city, it is thought that there will 
have to be strong arguments to cause a 
change back agaia. 


CITY WILL NOT BUY LAND 


For the Normal School, If Appropria- 


tion Passes. 


The announcement made exclusively in 


THE TRANSCBIPT Tuesday that the state 
committee on education had reported 
unanimously in favor of an appropriation 
of $20,000 for the purchase and grading of 
normal school land, is considered by thoge 
connected with the school as a sign, that 
the land will be parchased^ntirely by the 
state. 


If it should pass the legislature, it 


would have to be acted^npon by the ways 
and means committee, bnt it is believed 
that after the committee on education 
has visited the oiby and' looked over the 
grounds, their recommendation will be 
allowed to pass nearly as it stands. 


This would enable the purchase of the 


Leonard property and Blackinton loto> 
and will make the normal school prop- 
erty include the entire lot included be- 
tween Church-, Hooaac, Montana streets 
and Lawrence avenue. It would provide 
room for a dormitory between the norma 
school building and Hoosac street, facing 
Church. 


If the appropriation passes, it will not 


be the expectation that the city will be 
asked for any part of the $10,000 that was 
at first suggested.
